UNGENTLE THOUGHTS ABOUT CBC VARIETY 


Surely the most depressing aspect of the current Canadian television 

season is the return of Cross-Canada Hit Parade. Since it began 

(as a direct copy of a rather poor American program) three years ago, 

this show has been the most expensive, elaborate bore on 

the CBC. It has never had wit or originality or warmth in fact, 

none of the qualities we look for in variety entertainment 

and its popularity has never been large enough to justify its cost. 

Yet the CBC doggedly brought it back again without even a 

sponsor at the beginning of the season. The reason? 

It Cross-Canada hadn't returned, what would have become of the 

legion of singers, dancers, musicians and stagehands 

who labor each week to produce it? 

Presumably as an answer to the show’s many critics. the format has 

been changed somewhat, but this still leaves Wally Koster as 

the main attraction this year he’s a sort of singing emcee 

and for me he has always been one of the least attractive of 

CBC variety performers. It’s not only that he lacks style and warmth 
no, the main problem is that he’s just not interesting. 

The presence of Cross-Canada Hit Parade on our network for yet 

another season brings up again the sorry problem of CBC 

variety: why does it rarely reach above the most common level? 

While CBC drama and documentary programs can sometimes 

(though not often enough) be compared with the best available 

elsewhere, CBC variety continues to be stunningly ordinary. Think of

VITAMINS BATTLE ALCOHOLISM 
NEWS ABOUT BABY’S NIGHT FEEDINGS 


A NEW HORMONE FOR GOITER 


Pregnancy cravings and dislikes 


Great desires for some foods, aversions for others, and even 
bizarre cravings are common in pregnancy and are now receiving 
increasing study. In the latest investigation, carried on with about 
a thousand women in England, 261 were found to have great 
desire for fruit, most commonly apples, mostly sour apples. 
Thirty-five women craved coal; 17, soap; 15, disinfectant; 14, 
toothpaste; 10, tar; and 4, cinders. Among the most common 
aversions: tea for 78 women; smoking for 24; coffee for 22; beer 
for 4. 


Chronic alcoholism 


Treatment of chronic alcoholism with vitamins given by infusion 
into a vein has brought striking results, French physicians report. 
In a group of fifty severe hospitalized alcoholics, a single infusion 
a day, usually given for six days, produced normalization of sleep 
within three to seven days. Extraordinary increases in appetite 
followed, trembling receded, and patients looked healthy. Unlike 
the fatigue and loss of strength which follow many alcoholic cures 
and often induce patients to resume drinking, a sense of recovered 
strength and physical well-being followed the infusions and pa- 
tients were anxious to return to work. Abstinence appeared to be 
encouraged by the treatment. The multiple vitamins, in a 250- 
millilitre sterile isotonic glucose solution, consisted of Thiamin, 
Riboflavin, Niacinamide, Calcium Pantothenate, Pyridoxin, 
vitamin A, vitamin D, and alpha-Tocopheryl. 


Epileptic children 


In children whose seizures cannot be controlled by standard anti- 
convulsive medication, Diamox may be useful. The drug, first 
developed as a diuretic for removing excess fluids from the body, 
was tried in fifty-six children at the outpatient clinic of St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital. Ranging from three months to sixteen years, 
they were subject to various types of seizures which had not 
yielded to other treatment. In thirty-five, Diamox brought com- 
plete control; in nine others, seizures were reduced by more than 
fifty percent.

Night feeding for habies 


How long must an infant be fed at night? In Middlesex, England, 
where demand feeding is encouraged by physicians and clinics, a 
study shows no significant difference in the night demand between 
bottle-fed and breast-fed babies or those born at home or in an 
institution.

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percent demanded night feeding; but of 63 weighing more than 
eight pounds at birth, 52 peicent never required night feeding. 
However, by the age of three months such differences had disap- 
peared and 91 percent of those with birth weight under six and 
a half pounds had ceased night feedings. In most cases demand 
for night feeding stopped suddenly. Usually the baby slept through 
the night two or three times one week, and the next week or the 
week after no longer demanded any night feeding. 


Controlling goiter 


Goiter, or thyroid-gland enlargement, responds well to a newer 
form of thyroid hormone, triiodothyronine. At the Thyroid Clinic 
of the Los Angeles County Hospital, daily oral doses of triiodo- 
thyronine decreased goiter size to some extent in every one of 
thirty-six patients. In many cases the goiter became completely 
invisible. Even very large goiters were reduced by more than one 
half. The time needed for reduction was as short as thirty days 
in some cases, 


Painful periods 


In painful menstruation without obvious cause, Phenylbutazone, 
a potent drug sometimes used in arthritis, may be effective, reports 
a Winnipeg gynecologist. Of 22 women, aged 16 to 41, six were 
freed of menstrual pain and 13 had marked improvement, while 
two others needed a little extra analgesia, and only one showed 


no improvement. Of four women with endometriosis — growth 
of uterine tissue in abnormal locations — three were freed from 


pain by Phenylbutazone while the fourth was found to need extra 
analgesia. 


Unusual gout 


Besides its classic manifestation of swelling and excruciating pain 
in a great toe, gout may take many other forms, a recent medical 
report emphasizes. The report describes five patients with unusual 
gout manifestations: (1) a 37-year-old woman who for five years 
had had painful swelling of both hands, recurring every few weeks 
and lasting several days each time; (2) a 64-year-old woman, with 
nodular swelling, slight tenderness, and limitation of motion in 
both hands and with nodules in both elbows; (3) an 11-year-old 
girl with pain and swelling in one toe; (4) a 52-year-old woman 
with acute painful swelling of the right wrist; (5) a 32-year-old 
man with periodic swelling of both ankles. Once gout is suspected, 
the diagnosis may be confirmed by a blood test for uric-acid levels 
and also by the quick relief provided by Colchicine, a medication 
long used to combat acute episodes of gout. 


Hypnotism and the family doctor 


Hypnosis, notes one British medical report, can be practised by 
any family doctor and has many valuable uses. Although about 
85 percent of the population can be hypnotized, the deep trance 
needed for anesthesia can be produced in only about 20 percent. 
In childbirth, hypnotism is especially valuable, providing pain 
relief in a high proportion of women. Direct hypnotic suggestion 
to remove symptoms is often helpful in such disorders as chronic 
skin diseases and, in a series of 200 patients, led to recovery for 
50 percent. @

monthly background to the news headlines 


The decision made on a dull, harvest-moon-dressed evening last Septem- 
ber by Prime Minister Diefenbaker to switch from aircraft to missiles was 
the most important announcement in recent Canadian military history. 
The Royal Canadian Air Force, the PM said in effect, will become the 
first of the free world’s air forces completely to enter the missile age. 

The immediate result will be to substitute the Bomarc missile for the 
CF-105 Arrow aircraft as the vital centrepiece of our air-defense system. 
The choice made by the government is fully as fundamental a step as 
that monumental decision of a decade ago by the Royal Navy to scrap 
most of its capital ships. Never again will Canada’s “captains of the 
clouds” streak into the blue horizon. 

To fill the gap between current air-defense abilities and the operational 
introduction of the missiles, the RCAF plans to install smaller missiles to 
the wings of its existing fleet of CF-100s. 

In the long term, our air force will become a ground force of experts 
tending the Bomarc missile and its more intricate offspring. “The day of 
the airplane is finished as a defensive mechanism,” says Lt.-Gen. Guy 
Simonds, former chief of the Canadian General Staff. 


Will Bomare pack an H-bomb? 


The decision to drop the Arrow CF-105 was based only partially on 
any verdict of its effectiveness. If the U.S. Air Force had been willing to 
buy the aircraft in large enough quantities to reduce substantially the tool- 
ing costs for the plane’s manufacture, Canada would have ordered full- 
scale production. Although many experts believe that the CF-105 is in 
most respects better than anything now being turned out in the U.S., 
Washington authorities flatly refused to purchase any of the Canadian ma- 
chines because of the political hazards involved in purchasing defense 
equipment from a foreign power. 

The switch in defense policy affects most directly about fourteen thou- 
sand employees of the Avro Aircraft and Orenda Engines plants at Malton, 
Ont., near Toronto, as well as an equal number of workers involved in 
the subcontracts 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker’s announcement on Arrow policy empha- 
sized that the government will review the question next March. Nearly 
all Ottawa observers agree, however, that very little chance remains of 
the Arrow ever becoming operational. It is conceivable that if the inter- 
national situation has deteriorated very seriously by next spring, produc- 
tion of the aircraft will be continued to fill the gap until the missile bases 
have been completed—sometime late in 1961. 

The Bomarc is a pilotless interceptor missile, designed by Boeing 
Aircraft Company, in Seattle. The initial upward boost of the stubby- 
winged weapon is supplied by a liquid-based rocket engine; then its twin 
ram-jet motors take over to push it along at two-and-a-half times the speed 
of sound. About forty-six feet long and weighing fifteen thousand pounds, 
it is launched vertically from automatically opening underground shelters. 

The main unanswered question about the weapon is whether or not 
its Canadian warhead will contain a nuclear bomb. Existing American

legislation prohibits the custody of atomic and hydrogen bombs to all but 
members of the country’s armed forces. This would not prevent the stor- 
age of nuclear weapons on Canadian soil under American guard, for load- 
ing into the missiles during alerts, but no decision on the nature of the 
Bomarc’s armament has yet been reached. 

The initial Canadian commitment is to install Bomarc squadrons at 
two bases in northern Ontario and Quebec, Their exact locations are still 
secret, but it is known that they will lie on a line running from Sault Ste. 
Marie to Quebec City. 

The fifty stations of the three northern radar lines will spot incoming 
bombers. This data will be digested and transmitted to the missile bases 
by giant computers, which will also automatically determine missile 
courses, firing times and points of interception. Once the Bomarc has 
closed in on the target, its own seeking devices will take over from ground 
control. 

The CF-100 aircraft currently in service uses identical tactics, except 
that humans instead of machines determine the sequence of events. 

Having gingerly but irrevocably stepped into the missile age, many 
Canadians are wondering whether this brings us closer or takes us farther 
away from the dreadful prospect of World War III. 

The argument of those who regard the missile as a suicidal weapon is 
based on the theory of accidents. It runs something like this: supposing 
that within a decade or two both the West and Russia bristle with inter- 
continental-missile installations. Each side has a complex detection mech- 
anism to give it a precious few minutes warning to launch its own missiles, 
just as the enemy’s trajectories appear over the horizon. Such an exchange, 
some military critics hold, can be set off when one side mistakes a falling 
meteorite for an enemy’s missile, or by a number of man-created errors. 


Advantage for the West 


Other experts claim that the missile guarantees the end of world wars. 
This point of view stresses the advantage of the West as the defender. It’s 
pointed out by such military thinkers as Gen. Pierre Gallois, of the French 
Air Force, that to succeed, the aggressor must first knock out the victim’s 
power of retaliation. This involves the expenditure of a great number of 
missiles and the need for pin-point accuracy. 

The West, on the other hand, not being the aggressor, can apply pres- 
sure on the Russians by threatening their areas of population. These tar- 
gets are much larger than the air bases which the Reds must destroy. 
That’s why we do not require as extensive or as accurate a missile capa- 
bility. 

The morbid arithmetic of this theory gives a missile-equipped West 
momentous advantage. The Russians would have to expend more than 
twenty-two thousand missiles to wipe out the West’s missile-launching 
sites; we would need to land only fifty missiles to destroy their largest 
population centres. 

We have, of course, just entered the age of the missile and the impli-

How much influence do women wield in Canadian business? 
Chatelaine pinpoints, for the first time, the leaders among key women executives and directors 


who together help govern more than half a billion dollars 


By PETER C. NEWMAN In 1903, after four years of research, Henry James Morgan, keeper of 
P the public records in the Secretary of State Department in Ottawa, pub- 
lished a book called Types of Prominent Women a sort of female who’s 
who, listing about four hundred Canadian women. Most of his candi- 
dates were noteworthy because of their husbands’ jobs or their positions 
on auxiliary committees. Some were actresses, painters, violinists and there 
were two journalists but there was not a single businesswoman. 
Today, a little more than fifty years after that modest list rolled off 
the press, the Canadian businesswoman is not only a fact but a force in 
the nation’s business life undreamed of by the painstaking Mr. Morgan. 
lhis Chatelaine survey has catalogued, for the first time, the extent of 
female influence in the formulation of this country’s important business 
lecisions. The results are startling. 
Women in Canada today hold key executive posts or are directors of 
262 companies, whose assets, expressed in factories, investment portfolios, 
mines and oil wells, total well over half a billion dollars.

almost two million working Canadian 
women are classed by their firms as hold- 
ing management jobs. This means that 
one in eight Canadian managers is a wom- 
an. “Executive qualities,” says Marion 
Royce, director of the Women’s Bureau in 
the Department of Labour, “have been at 
last recognized as existing irrespective of 
sex,” 

While the list which accompanies this 
article certainly represents the greatest 
concentration of female business power in 
the country, it does not include Canada’s 
richest women. They are the wives of 
Canada’s richest men. Probably this 
country’s richest woman is Saidye Bronf- 
man, of Montreal, whose family owns 
stock in Distillers Corporation-Seagrams 
Limited worth nearly a hundred million 
dollars. Husband Sam’s salary is more 
than $350 thousand a year. 

As directors, the women with whom 
this article is concerned do not own the 
assets of their corporations. They do, 
however, help to control the fate of those 
assets, and their decisions affect, to a 
degree not usually realized, the economic 
well-being of us all. 

In the ranking of these top twenty-five 
women — who together speak for in- 
vestments worth $335 million — the cri- 
terion had been entirely the assets of their 
companies, rather than the importance of 
the positions they hold. This was done 
because the significance attached to titles 
varies among the firms, while the asset 
figure provides an indisputable basis of 
grading. In each case only company 
assets have been calculated; personal 
wealth and other stock holdings have 
necessarily been ignored. 

Women in general seem to be advanc- 
ing more rapidly in the newer, less tradi- 
tion-ridden industries. Advertising, for 
instance, has many more women execu- 
tives than banking. There has been an 
increase, too, in the number of women 
employed by brokerage houses, but this 
has not been a profession where they 
have made great headway. “They just 
can't think or act decisively enough to 
keep up with the trading pace,” one Cana- 
dian stockbroker remarked. A spectacular 
exception is Muriel Richardson, who took

ARE CANADIANS 
COLDHEARTED? 


By ELLEN McKAY TRIMMER 


That's the impression we often give, says this minister's wife 


who lived for fifteen years in the United States and has returned home to find 


Canadians tightfisted and afraid to show their emotions 


ONE DAY in 1954 a cross-country moving van 
carrying all our household possessions wormed 
its way through the frenzied four-o’clock traffic 
in Niagara Falls, N.Y. I jostled along in our car 
with my husband and son, following the noisy 
trail the van cut as it lumbered toward the Rain- 
bow Bridge. We were going home after fifteen 
years of living and working in the United States. 
I was wondering anxiously how I would feel about 
living once more in Canada, the land where | 
was born. 

We've been home now for four years and I’m 
often proud to be a Canadian, especially when I 
notice our national virtues. But just as often I 
feel twinges of shame as I see our faults for the 
first time in my life. Blindness to Canadian faults 
is one of our national weaknesses. We are too 
busy removing the mote from our neighbor’s eye 
to notice the beam in our own. 

Looking back, I recall my typical Canadian 
reactions to the behavior of U. S. tourists in the 
store where | worked as a girl. Their play clothes 
seemed gaudy. The place rang with their too- 
familiar conversation and their too-boisterous 
laughter. They bought what they wanted with 
little regard for price. They flattered us lavishly 
and acted as if they had just struck oil in a barren 


field. When they roared off in their luggage-laden 
limousines, we were left with our hands full of 
money and our minds full of disdain. 

I remember, too, how tearfully I went with my 
preacher husband to a new church in the United 
States. I have a sharp image of my twenty-five- 
year-old self, close to despair, curled up on a 
train seat, my coat covering my tearful face. 

Today I’m grateful for the lessons I learned. 
Having lived with Americans, | realize that the 
extravagance that I used to deplore in them is a 
by-product of their generosity. No price is too 
high for what these bighearted people consider 
important. Although we can sometimes question 
their sense of values, we can also learn the mean- 
ing of generosity from them. 

I learned it from the truck driver who insisted 
on paying the hospital bill for his pastor’s first 
child. I was tutored in it by the doctor who 
delivered our son. During my confinement she 
carefully avoided our questions about the cost of 
her care. Then, outside the delivery room, she 
presented our son to my husband—gratis. 

The experience of my family in the United 
States contrasted sharply with the treatment given 
an associate of my husband’s in a small Ontario 
town. This young man

Within the next four or five weeks Canadian 


postmen (including forty thousand temporary 


employees hired especially for the job) will 
wearily shove more than one hundred and 
forty million Christmas cards into letter boxes 
across the country. The cards will come in half 
a dozen basic shapes, carry all kinds of mes- 
sages from the traditional “Merry Christmas” 
to the newly coined greeting, “Joyeux Noél 
from our dog to your dog.” There'll be count- 
less cards bearing pictures of red-faced corpu- 
lent Santa Clauses and thousands with wreaths 
of bright-green holly, as well as such rare items 
as semiabstract evergreen trees of luminous 
copper wire on stark black backgrounds. 
Most people find that cards are fun to buy 
(unless they happen to go hunting for them on 
December 21 and have to pick through left- 
overs On department-store counters) and that 
half the gaiety of the Christmas season is in 
receiving cards from friends. But few people

son who signed the name inside. Chatelaine 
asked W. E. Carswell, color consultant and 
associate professor of architecture at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, who has a lifelong, expert 
interest in color and design, to make some 
general remarks about the custom of sending 
Christmas greetings and to give thumbnail 
analyses of people who send certain types of 
cards. Here are a few of his provocative ideas: 

“On its lowest level,” says Carswell, “the 
social custom of sending cards is simply a 
convenient means of letting people know that 
you consider them among your circle of friends 
— and that you expect a card in return that 
will give a similar reassuring indication.” (But 
he also says that greeting cards have a real 
value as a happy means of keeping in touch 
with old friends.) If you design your cards 
yourself, you are displaying a streak of gener- 
osity. But if you have your name imprinted 
inside (unless you're in an Official position) 
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you're probably anxious to impress others. 

If you send religious or semireligious cards 
(with nativity scenes, formalized angels, the 
Three Wise Men) you give the holiday season 
its original meaning as the celebration of 
Christ-mass and think of it as a serious, rather 
than a festive season. In the northern hemis- 
phere, often even more than religious symbols, 
we associate evergreens, snow, reindeer and 
the color red with Christmas. So if, year after 
year, you send cards with holly or Santa 
Clauses on them, you're traditional in spirit 
and, says Carswell, very likely a little dull. 

If you choose cards with semihumorous, 
lively designs in colors of red, green, yellow or 
blue, your reaction to Christmas is one of 
gaiety. The season means good food, good 
drink and parties to you. 

More and more people are choosing cards 
that don’t have any close connection with the 
season. They use family-group pictures, snap- 
shots of summer cottages, or photographs sym-

bolizing a special hobby or an honor bestowed 
on them by the community. These cards are 





meant to give information about you and 
probably indicate that you are self-centred. 
Not quite in the same genus but with a similar 
motive are the pseudo-sophisticated cards in 
startling designs and colors never before asso- 
ciated with Christmas. These are designed to 
shock and to remind the recipient that you, 
after all, are different. 

Then there is the strictly Canadian card — 
wild northern landscapes; farmhouses bearing 
up under the weight of a heavy snowfall; cards 
with stylized drawings of totem poles and habi- 
tants. These indicate a strong national pride 
and are probably sent by people who support 
demands for a Canadian flag. 

Professor Carswell himself, like most of the 
celebrated Canadians whose cards are pictured 
here, sends two cards — one for business and 
casual friends, another individually colored 
and lettered for special people. @

A SLEIGH-MOBILE FOR SANTA 


With this colorful new sleigh, Santa can make his busy rounds in a 


twinkling. To enchant the children, 


fill the cardboard cars with small 


gifts and set it under the tree on Christmas morning. Or deck the 


sleigh with baubles and greenery for a mantel or table centrepiece. 


For the cab and cars use light 
cardboard about the weight of a suit 
box or shoe box. Make patterns (see 
page 46) for the cab and cars from 
heavy wrapping paper and transfer to 
the cardboard. Score along all the 
dotted lines to make sure the folds 
will be neat. To do the scoring, lay 
a straight-edge ruler along the dotted 
lines and press along the lines with 
the point of a paring knife (Photo 1). 
Bend upward along the scored lines 


to make the box shapes. The end 


flaps fit inside the end pieces. 





Photo 1: score along all dotted lines, 


Flatcar: spread glue on the outside 
of the flatcar and lay it on a piece of 


Christmas wrapping paper that is at 


least 2 in. larger all around than the 
car. Before the glue dries, fold up the 
sides so that the covering paper will 
conform to the finished car later. Trim 
the covering paper all around the 
piece about 42 in. beyond the card- 
board. Fold this covering paper ex- 
tension over the edge of the cardboard 
and glue to the inside of the card- 


board. 


After covering, spread glue on the 
outsides of the flaps and glue to the 
ends of the car, using pinch clothes 
pins as clamps to hold the glued flaps 
tight against the ends until the glue 


dries (Photo 2).

Cover the tender and glue it to 
gether in the same manner. Cover the 
cab and assemble. Cover the cab roof 
and glue it to the flaps on cab top. 

Cut the propeller of foil paper o1 
construction paper and bend into a 
pinwheel, bending the four points to 
the centre. Slip a small bead onto 
a stickpin. Push the point of the pin 
through the four points and the centre 
dot of the pinwheel propeller, then 
slip another bead on the pin. Push 
the point of the pin through the 
centre of the cab front and into a 
small cork on the inside to hold the 
propeller in place (Photo 3). The 
propeller will whirl merrily if you 
blow on it.

served a church in that town for sev- 
eral years at a pitifully small salary. 
lo compensate, the church bought an 
endowment insurance policy for him 
and paid the premiums. But when 
he moved to a new field, the church 
treasury took back the policy. The 
attitude of the congregation was that 
the man, by leaving, relinquished his 
hold on their generosity. An Ameri 
can congregation, I'm = sure, would 
have regarded the policy as small re- 
payment for the pastor’s willing sac 
rifice . 

The heart of the United States is 
open, not only to people but also to 
causes. When the Sunday school popu 
lation grew too big for our education 
al building in the U.S. city in which 
we lived, the congregation quickly 
raised funds for a larger one. Twenty 
five thousand dollars was contributed 
by a hundred members. Some of them 
took extra jobs, all of them went with 
out a few luxuries, gladly, to ensure 
that no child should be turned away 
from Sunday school. [I couldn't help 
remembering how often in my own 
Canada I had seen cost hinder prog 
ress. If the bigheartedness of the U.S 
people sometimes tends to extrava 


gance, so our Canadian thriftiness 
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often becomes tightfisted stinginess 

Generosity even spills over into the 
U.S. personality. We Canadians cal 
it familiarity. How it offends our 
British reserve! I still remember the 
goose pimples I sprouted when a store 
clerk in the United States called me 
“darling.” I was brought up to believe 
that showing one’s heart to strangers 
is like letting one’s slip show—an in 
discretion. The expressions of affec 
tion that I heard all around me in the 
U.S. seemed at first to be emotional 
extravagance. I can see now that 
Canadians are too slow at giving af 


fection 


We’re stiff with outsiders 


I remember our son’s first days at 
school in Canada. Having been warm 
ed for twelve years by American 
friendliness. he found the Canadian 
atmosphere cold and the stiffness of 
his schoolmates stole his confidence 
He reacted in a typical American way 

by trying to sell himself. That ap 
proach conformed to his schoolmates’ 
conventional picture of Americans as 
boasters. He was not accepted until 
time erased differences 

If the U.S. heart had been as cold 
as our own, surely she would neve! 
have become the melting pot of na 
tions. I notice the coolness that creeps 
into a casual conversation when I 
comment that I have moved from the 


U.S. and the warmth that returns

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when I add that I was born in Can- 
ada. I regret our national sin of un- 
friendliness. Our aloofness has caused 
foreign-language groups to remain 
apart within our borders. 

Perhaps the U.S. extravagance 
most frowned upon by Canadians is 
in their use of words. In the States 
everything from a hot dog to an air- 
plane is advertised as the biggest and 
best in the world. For that reason, 
Canadians sincerely feel that Ameri- 
cans do not always mean what they 
say. | wonder if our virtue of sincer- 
ity sometimes leads to the sin of not 
saying what we mean. We often want 
to express a friendly or flattering idea, 
but we're so afraid of overstatement 
that we “clam up” inside and what is 
in our hearts remains unspoken. 

A compliment is such a rare luxury 
in Canada. It costs the giver no end 
of inner conflict to give it expression 
We know this difficulty in ourselves, 
but the best many of us can manage 
is a handshake with an extra squeeze 
or a smile with a special radiance. 
They mean what Americans would 
find simple to say in plain words. 

In fifteen years below the border 
I gained poise and self-confidence. My 
U.S. friends gave words of praise 


or encouragement so easily and often

The rumor of today... like the rumor 
of a hundred years ago... does not claim 
that the Catholic Church is harmful to 
men’s souls.

THEY PUT 
NEIGHBORLY LOVE 
TO WORK

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Volunteers paint the Levesque kitchen 


The death of her husband left Laura Levesque and her five children 


in debt, to face a winter in an unfurnished, half-finished house. That’s when the 


generous townfolk of Port Alberni, B.C., stepped in... 


ON A BRIGHT September morning 
in 1957 Eugene Levesque, a sawmill 
worker in the lumber town of Port 
Alberni, British Columbia, cast the 
usual glance over his half-finished 
house and mentally laid out the work 
for the weekend. So much to be done! 
Then he waved good-by to his wife 
and his five boys, and headed for the 
huge sawmill and his planing machine 
as he had done for the past five ycars 

Around 10 o'clock that day fellow 
workers saw a bright flash, and one 
saw Levesque fall backward dor two 
concrete stairs. He was taken to hos 
pital and died the next day 

No one will ever know just what 


happened. It was one of those baffling 


regrettable. but not so very rare 
accidents in large industrial plants. 

But to one person at least it was 
more than an accident. To Laura 
Levesque and her children, ranging 
in age from four to twelve, it was a 
catastrophe that far transcended the 


grief of bereavement 


Four vears before the Levesques 
had bought a onetime army hut on a 
city lot. Little by litthe they had tried 
to make their new home habitable, 
but it wasn’t easy. Eugene was no 
carpenter, and there was hitle enough 
cash left over after feeding and cloth 
ing the growing family. He was also 


goodhearted, and gave surety lor a 


rienad whk - I and had to default 
Debts mounted. After the funeral, a 
tearful widow added up what she 
owed and tound that it amounted to 
fifteen hundred dollars. There was not 
a cent in the bank. She surveyed the 
bare board floors, the orange crates 
that served as cupboards in the kitch- 
en, the unfinished walls, the frameless 
doors and windows, the dirt-floored 
basement piled high with odds and 
ends, but containing no furnace. What 
Was to be done? 

Other people some who didn't 
cven know the Levesques—were also 
asking themselves that question. Fol- 
lowing a suggestion from the Interna- 
tional Weodworkers of America !ocal 

Eugene’s union—the men in_ his 
mill, a fairly rough-and-ready bunch 
and not usually given to sentimental- 
ity, got together and passed the hat. 
It must have been a large hat, for 
when they totalled up the donations 
there was $2,060 

Eugene had contributed to. the 
plant’s group-insurance plan, and this 
brought his widow four thousand dol 
lars, but there were difficulties. Eugene 
had not made a will. and the insur 
ance would normally go to a public 
executor and be tied up with red tape 

By this time, however, a group of 
men were shaping plans which went 
beyond the first spontaneous relief. 

Bill Carr, president of the Port Al- 
berni branch of the Knights of Co 


lumbus, says, “We realized that the 


collection would have just covered 
the debts and other incidentals, and 
the insurance wouldn't have been 
enough to finish the house. Mrs. Le 
vesque would have had to work 


but what about her children?” 


Carr went action. He _ got 
authorization to act as executor of the 
insurance. He obtained a list of the 
debts and cailed on the creditors, 


Result 


ome firms reduced the debts, some 


mostly local businessmen. 
wiped them off entirely, and in the 
end only five hundred dollars had to 
be paid. The insurance money went 
into the bank. 

This was still only the beginning 
Winter was fast approaching, and the 
club and workers from the plant start 
ed a volunteer labor drive to fit the 
Levesque home for the cold weather 
MacMillan and 


Bloedel Ltd.. contributed free lumber 


ahead. The plant, 
products, from plywood to two-by- 
fours. The volunteers put up the miss- 
ing walls and bought insulation. 

When they returned the next week- 
end to put in the insulation they found 
that Laura Levesque and the boys had 
already done the job. “And when we 
saw that, we really started to work,” 
says Cart 

Determined that as little as possible 
of the widow's 


money should be 


spent, Carr made the rounds of Port 
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Alberni building-supply dealers and 
contractors, and persuaded them to 
join in the good-neighbor buildings 
bee. Two ready-mix-concrete firms 
donated the gravel and sand for the 
basement floor. Another contractor 
supplied his cement mixer. A flooring 
firm sent a crew to lay the floor tile 

Altogether, about three hundred 
manhours were put in on the Le 
vesque home by the Knights of Co 
lumbus. Curiously, they got assistance 
from one development which at the 
time was casting a shadow over the 
town—the 83-day pulp-and-paper-mill 
strike that brought many a business to 
a standstill, but released hundreds of 
men, who went around looking for 
something useful to do. Six painters 
from the’ mill-maintenance quad 
trooped up to the Levesque home and 
gave the interior a spanking-fresh coat 
of paint. Their only pay: coffee and 
sandwiches. 

At Christmas, when the strike 
at its height, hampers of food and 
toys arrived at the Levesque home 
A local dentist fixed up the entire 
family’s teeth free of charge 

Early in February the volunteers 
had finished the interior of the home 


and took stock of what they had ac 


complished. Intact in the Credit Union 
was the four thousand dollars insur- 


ance money as a trust fund for the 


boys education. The only major pur- 
chase made with the plant workers’ 
two-thousand-dollar donation was 
furnace. The rest went into the savings 
account. Mrs. Levesque gets a modest 
pension from the Workmen's Com 
pensation Board and, with the house 
finished, this should see her through 
until the boys are old enough to earn 
something 

“It was a big and worth-while job,’ 
ays Bill Carr But what inspired us 


and made us glad to go on with it 


was Laura Levesque’s attitude. She 


was always there, trying to help 
making lunches for the boys, trying 
to do things before we got around to 
them 


Why just a week after the fatal 

cident, I went up to the house and 
found the whole kitchen thick with 
flour, carrots and pumpkins. In th 
midst of it all was Mrs. Levesque, 
busy baking a dozen pumpkin pies 
just as she had promised, for the 
Catholic Women’s League (of which 
she is president) many weeks ago 


That’s the kind of person you 


to help.” @

Christmas tips for china 


Fine china with a decorative pattern 
(especially gold or silver trim) should 
be washed in warm water, not hot 
(about 115-130 degrees F., no hotter 
than the hand can stand). Use mild 
soap or detergent and soft water. 

Wash dishes as soon as possible 
after a meal. (Fruit acids, vinegar 
dressings and salt attack the glaze and 
colors.) 

Line sink with a rubber mat or 
several old towels. Wash china separ- 
ately from silver. Do not stack. Avoid 
gritty cleansers. Always rinse in hot- 
test water possible and dry to a shine. 

Apply borax on a soft cloth to re- 


move tea or coffee stains. 
For scratch-free storage 


Dishes can be surprisingly heavy so 
be sure shelves are firmly anchored. 
Don’t scratch plates by sliding them 
over one another. Store with paper 
tissues, cloth mats or plastic-foam 
liners between plates.

ironed flat as a board. (Besides professional draping, a professional 
pressing job is a must, too.)

There is no way to ban comic books 
from a child's life. Forbidding them 
is worse than useless. It may cause 
the child to practise deception. We 
had better face it: comic books are 
here to stay. Like chewing gum, soda 
pop and candy bars, they are wanted 
by children. But if your child reads 
little besides comic books, it would 
be well for you to take action 

The most successful method is to 
introduce books that will be substi- 
tutes for the comics. This means care 
ful planning and perhaps some ex 
perimenting. But it will be worth it 


Because the comics are abundant, 
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a child is used to choosing from a 


great number. Similarly he should 


have a quantity of good books to 
choose from. He is used to choos- 
ing. He expects it. 

He is also used to storytelling pic 
tures. He will respond to books with 
illustrations that tell much of the 
story 

Many of the books you introduce 
should be so short they can be read 
at one sitting. Longer ones may ex 
haust the interest of a child accus 
tomed to quickies 

Don't forget that the comic-book 
addict is used to reading for fun. No 
one ordered him to read the comics: 
no one asked him for a report. He 
will find more fun in other books if 
he can approach them the same way 

Before introducing good reading, 
find out what kind of comic books

including animal comics. Those from 


ten to twelve are inclined toward 
comic books of adventure and crime.
